On7 October 1951, one train of k1 boxcars, probably carrying personnel, was 
observed passing through kuestrin-Kietz in the direction of Frankfurt/Oder. 


2. One train of 53 boxcars carrying personnel was seen at Frankfurt/Oder rail- 
road station on 11 October. A similar train was seen there on 13 October. 
The personnel camo from the direction of Cottbus and were detrained in 
Rosengarten.™
